:here hare been four instances in which 
the vice-president has succeeded to the 
presidency through the death of the 
:hief executive. In no two cases was 
:he procedure exactly the same. In the 


': case that of Caeiter A. Arthur suc- 


ceeding to the presidency upon the 
death of James A. Qardeld, the demise 
of the latter wae announced to the vice* 
president by the late president's cabinet. 


No Notice to Successor Needed. 
There is no requirement in law for 


the serving ot an official notice upon the 
vice-president any more than it is re-' 
quired that a president'sleet be notified 
of his election. 


• The first formal notices that would be 
sent out in case the president should die 
would be . by • Secretary of State Hay, 
who would notify the country's repre< 
sentativea abroad of the aad event.' 


Vice-President Booaovelt, upon a* 


suming the office ot president,' would as 
his first official act, issue a proclamation 
announcing the death of the late presl 
dent. He would designate the aay of 
burial and appoint it to be observed 
throughout the United States as a day 
of mourning. 


Senate Session to Be Called. 


Another proclamation would be issued 


in all probability, convening the Senate 
in extraordinary session. In the case of 
President Arthur this proclamation .was 
issued the. day after he had taken the 
oath ot office, or S»pt. 23, and the Sen 
ute was convened on Oct. 10. 


This meeting of the Senate would be 


necessary for the confirmation of cabinet 
appointments which the new provident 
might make.

The details of the president's' funeral 


would naturally be in charge of the 
Secretary of State. Through him notices 
and invitations to distinguished foreign 
representatives would be extended. 


Law on the Succession. 


The order ot succession in casa of tfce

Secretary of State, Seuretary of ths 
Treasury, Secretary of War, Attorney 
General, Postmaster General, Secretary 
of the Navy, and Secretary of th« In 
Urlor.

McKlnley was shot nntl fatally wound-

Into the abdomen of the nation's chief 
executive, and dasiied Into the crowd 


; that surrounded the presidential party. 


Cries of terror and

Jrom the spectators when . the snots 
were heard, and the President was 
seen to lean heavily on the arm of hip 
escort. 


Chase fur the Amiuiiim. 


"Catch him. he has shot the Presi- 


dent," was the cry that went up and a 


1 great throng of people began the chase 
tor the murderer. 
Kind hands were 


extended to support the wounded Pres- 
ident. He was hurried to the hospital 
of the exposition and physicians mado 
an examination of his wounds. Two 
Jagged bullet holes were found In the 
abdomen. The -physicians at flrsf pro- 
nounced Major McKlnley's wounds 


- fatal. 


Instantly'It became known that the

Efforts made to ascertain whether 


or not the President had .been followed 
by the man who shot him, since he 
made his great speech at the exposi- 
tion, disclosed the report that Major 
McKlnley had been warned that In the 
great throng there, might

some 


crank'who would do him harm. But 
the President,.with his usual dignified 
Bmlle. said that he -was In the midst 
of his friends..

It was while President McKlnley was 


on his way to the Temple of Music 
that the tragedy occurred. The mur- 
derer evidently planned to shoot while 
McKlnley, was In front of this build- 
ing.' So carefully were his plans laid 
that he accomplished the dread deed
